Jnckson said: 


"The whole program overwhelming- 


ly approved by the people in' 1932, 1934 
and 1936. is in danger of being lost in-a 
maze of constitutional meaphors."

gle individual-the Aga Khan, all- 
powerful religious ruler of more than 
100,000.000 Isinailian Mohammedans. 


This great spiritual leader always 


ha.s displayed intense devotion to the 
throne. Indeed, it is said that the loy- 
alty of the Moslems of India has been 
due largely to his influence, and their 
loyalty in turn hus been responsible 
for the strength of British rule.

Commodities Hit 


New High Levels 


W o r l d - W i d e B u y i n g 


Boosts Cotton, Grain 


and Metal Values 


NEW YORK—OT—World-wide buy- 


ing on an intensive scale lifted many 
commodity prices to new post-depres- 
sion peaks Wednesday in one of the 
wildest, advances in recent years. 


Shares of companies expected to 


benefit, from price advances shot up 
from $1 to $4 or more a share in a 
buying rush that carried forward other 
divisions of the stock market as well. 


Cotton with a net advance in some 


futures of as much as 95 cents a bale 
led the upward surge, with grains, 
non-ferrous 
metals, 
rubber, coffee, 


silk, hides and cottonseed oil futures 
following sharply. Silk sales set a new 
record on the New York Commodity 
Exchange with 9,370 bales changing 
hands, against the previous figure of 
6,850. 


While prices recently nave pointed 


upward, the extensive movement of to- 
day's markets came as a surprise to 
traders. They said world-wide indus- 
trial recovery, the armaments race, 
inflationary tendencies following cur- 
rency depreciation abroad and specu- 
lative buying, all had played their 
part in the advance. 


Cotton, recently behind in the re- 


covery picture, touched the kxj.sl prices 
since June, 1930. In New York the 
March contract closed at 14.2l> cents a 
pound, a net gain of .19 of a cent a 
pound, and other months progressed 
similarly.

Homer Martin, president of the Unit- 


ed Automobile Workers, said the com- 
pany was "making the same mistake 
that other corporations have made— 
that of endeavoring to institute law 
by injunction." 


The action was similar U> that taken 


by General Motors at Flint. Mich., 
when strikers held plants in defiance 
of injunctions and citations for con- 
tempt of court.

around the U. A. W.'s demand for rec- 
ognition as the sole bargaining agency 
for the corporation's employes. Union 
leaders said they proposed an election 
to show that a "substantial majority" 
of the workers were members, bu! that 
the offer was rejected.

Roosevelt Leaves 


on Georgia Visit 


Will Undertake Relief So- 


lution While at Warm 


Springs 


WASHINGTON- (/V)-One of 
the 


most stubborn of all 
governmental 


problems—the question of relief—will 
travel with President Roosevelt as 
he departs Thursday for his annual 
"vacation" in Warm Springs, Ga. 


The administration is confronted with 


a dilemma: 


How to reconcile its desire for cuts 


in relief spending with demands from 
states for continued huge expendi- 
tures? 


The president's proposed solution 


will be made known when he delivers 
his message to congress asking a re- 
lief appropriation for next fiscal year. 
The White House said Wednesday that 
he would work in this message at 
Warm Springs. 
The president has in- 


dicated the appropriation would have 
to be kept within 51,!>00,000,000 if the 
budget picture is to be as bright as he 
hopes. 
But cold figures and the ap- 


peal from state governments combined 
to raise doubts as to whether the .sum 
can be thus limited, unless general 
employment conditions improve mark- 
edly.

$2.000,000.000 for relief in the present 
fiscal year.

000.000 in the seven months, an average

Perlstein said at Memphis, Tenn., 


that the garment workers union, a C. 
I. O. affiliate, had appropriated ?1,000,- 
000 for unionization of the South. 


"Part of that money will be used in 


Mississippi," he said. "We are con- 
centrating on the South and within the 
next year and a half the South will be 
unionized."

NASHVILLE, Ark.—The Nashville- 


Highland-Murfreesboro peach district 
contains 17,000 acres of peach trees, or 
over 1,500,000 trees, which is now in 
bloom and should remain in blossom 
until March 26 unless something very 
unusual happens in weather condi- 
tions. 
During this period thousands 


of blooms como out and die, to be re- 
placed by new blossoms. 


Thousands of visitors are expected 


to take advantage of this occasion; also 
to visit the diamond and cinnabar 
mines which are located within a short 
distance of Murfreesboro. 


The pibertas are the first to bloom 


and are a deeper pink than the early 
peach which blooms a little later than 
the Elbertas and is a larger blossom. 
The two varieties when blooming at 
the same time make a veritable sym- 
phony in pink., 


The' Nashville Chamber of Com- 


merce, Martin Walsh secretary, in- 
augurated Peach Blossom Time last 
year and expects to make it an annual 
event 


There was a complete failure of 


peach blossoms in the year 1930 owing 
to a severe freeze in January. 
This 


is the only time the peach blossoms 
have been killed over a period of 32 
years. Indications are that there will 
be a bumper crop of peaches this year.

The Nichols bill to place new struc-

operation of liquor stores. Stricken 
from it was a section to relax provi- 
sions for calling local option elections 
by authorizing such elections on peti- 
tion of 15 per cent of the electorate in 
any political subdivision. The senate 
mnde the requirement 35 per cent, as 
provided in the legalization act of 
1935. The senate also exempted from 
the window display ban existing liquor 
stores. 


Also stricken was a section to pro- 


hibit liquor stores in drug stores and 
notels. 


A house section provided that beer 


above four per cent alcohol could be 
sold only in liquor stores. The sen- 
ate amended this to permit beer up to 
seven per cent to be sold outside of 
liquor stores.

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Dangerous Erisypelas Appears Most Frequently 


During Winter Months

The streptococcus causes a good 


many- diseases that.affect the human 
being. • One of the most serious condi- 
tions caused by streptococci is erysipe- 
las. It used to be called "St. An- 
thony's Fire"—a fine descriptive term 
for the-acute, brilliant red inflamma- 
tion of the skin that distinguishes 
erysipelas. 


Erysipelas may appear anywhere on 


the body, although certain parts are 
more likely to be affected than others. 
If iparts of a-person's body nave .been 
frozen, the tissus may be so damaged 
that .erysipelas will appear secondari- 
ly. Accident injuries not infrequently 
lead to erysipelas. A condition known 
to the ancient Greeks and Romans, this 
disease apparently has attacked hu- 
man beings regularly since the earliest 
times, 
i 


Erysipelas occurs most often during 


the months from October to March 
rather -than in 'the summertime, and 
reaches its highest frequency in March. 


The disease is.npt so common in 


children as it is in persons between 
the ages-of ;20,and.60. 


Men have erysipelas more often than 


do .women because of the nature of 
their, occupations, and because they 


are exposed more frequently to physi- 
cal injuries and bad weather condi- 
.tions. in the winter months. 


Before the nature of infection was 


understood, there were great epidemics 
of erysipelas in hospitals. The infec- 
tion would be carried from one person 
to another by careless attendants. 


Nowadays the great danger of erysip- 


elas is recognized, and any person who 
has this disease is promptly put into 
a room by himself and is assigned an 
individual nurse or attendant who 
takes care of him alone, and never 
goes near other people until the condi- 
tion is'under control. 


People living at home should, of 


course, emulate this practice. If any- 
one in the family has erysipelas, one 
person only should be selected to take 
care of him. Since the disease is 
spread by contamination of the hands 
of the attendant, his hands should be 
thoroughly washed with soap and wat- 
er,and, perhaps, an antiseptic solution, 
each time that he leaves the patient. 


Arrangements must be made, more- 


over, to prevent excretions from the 
inflammation or infected area from 
coming into contact with any material 
that might be used by someone else.

These sprays do not, of course, touch 


the ruit itself, or the product of plant 
or vine, because spraying is done early 
in the season, but food surfaces may 
pick up a little here and there from 
ground or tree later on. 


No one will eat an unwashed apple 


or-tomato and fall down dead, or even 


get sick. It isn't as bad as all that. 
It is just that certain chemicals are 
not good for us in a general way, and 
a little bit of foreign substance, finding 
its way to stomachs, after a period of 
time may result in "accumulation," 
meaning that instead of being passed 
out of the system, it says there. And 
every little bit added to what you've 
got just makes a little bit more. Not 
so good for heatlh. 


Doctors Urge Precaution 


Doctors today are urging patients 


more strongly than ever to wash all 
raw foods. It is so easy to put them 
into a big pan of water and let them 
soak off any injurious substances that 
may happen to cling. 


Best to be on the safe side, especial- 


ly as it is so little trouble. Anyway, 
the very handling of produce by so 
many people bfore it reaches the kitch- 
en bakes this a fine precaution against 
disease and at the very last, dirt, 
which is not always visible either. 


The mother of a family is usually 


most particular about the milk she 
uses, or the meat, so to add these other 
items to the list of suspects is right in 
line with ordinary precaution. 


If you bemoan this added responsi- 


bility that has been thrust on you, 
comfort yourself by this thought. Not 
so long ago the winter table bore no 
fresh fruits or vegetables at all. Now, 
we expect, and get, whatever we want 
in season or out. We have everything 
the year around. Isn't it compensa- 
tion enough?

"My first mistake," continued Lew- 


allen, "was to secure trees from any 
available source. The apple and pear 
trees blighted at tho time of bearing. 
Five years after setting them out they 
were practically all dead from disease. 
After 
that experience I purchased 


only from reliable nurseries. 


"I pruned as best I knew how but 


profited by the advice of my county 
agent. About 12 years ago I started 
spraying, using a spraying schedule. 
From my experience the dormant 
spray should be applied not later than 
October 1. The results will be from 
50 to 100 per cent better than if delayed 
until after January 1. 


"I practice continual cover crops 


using prat; for a summer legume leav- 
ing the- chickens harvest the seed be- 
fore plowing the vines under. Tlic 
ground is then sown to a small grain, 
hairy vetch or bur clover. In my opin- 
ion bur clover for this locality is the 
ideal winter cover crop. 


"I have planted about 15 varieties 


of apples and from my experience the 
Golden Delicious is the ideal for this 
locality. It is resistant to blight and 
is good for eating and cooking, and 
lias at least a 30 day marketing season. 
The trees are storm resistant to a 
greater degree than any other va- 
riety, and are almost always a .sure 
cropper, coming in bearing at 3 years, 
ono tree bearing as much as a bushel 
the first time. 


"Tho Milligan, a late sour apple, not 


listed in any catalogue but grafted and 
grown locally is my second choice be- 
can.se it also i.s storm and disease re- 


j sislant and almost always a sure crop- 
per. 


"For homo use and market I prefer 


the Elberta cling stone peach because- 
it i.s a surer cropper, is a healthier tree, 
ripens about 10 clays earlier than the 


j Standard Elberla, and has the longest 


j marketing season of any, being from 
' 18 to 20 days. It i.s especially good for 


preserves and pickelijig.

rock garden because it was the thing 
to do, so he brought in boulders from 
the country and put them on end, as 
nature never does. The rock garden 
is on the property line so that there 
is no space left for planting shrubs as 
a background. 


He dug a bed for his flowers in the 


middle part of his lawn. He has 
created a garden all right, but what 
happens a few years hence? • 


A house is built on the lot to the 


rear. His rear line becomes his neigh- 
bor's side line. He sits on the bench 
near his rock garden next to his 
neighbor's driveway and kitchen door. 


The second picture shows what an- 


other man did. He bought small sticks 
of shrubs that would grow tall. He 
planted them around the edges of his 
property. 
In 
front 
of this 
shrub 


border he planted his flowers. 
He 


kept the center space open for a lawn. 


He followed the principle of good 


design by putting a seat at the termi- 
nus of the axis, and no path in the 
center. 


After a few years the plants grew 


high enough so as to give him a screen, 
or green wall, of trees and shrubs, or 
green wall, of trees and shrubs, and 
provide privacy. 


At the time both these gardens were 


started, the area of land was the same 


and both spent the same amount of 
money for plants. One knew what 
and where to plant trees and shrubs; 
the other didn't. 


To avoid certain pitfalls when you 


start a garden, here arc some simple 
rules: 


If the area is small (and the smaller, 


the more important): 


1. Plant high-growing shrubs and 


trees around the outline of the space. 
Enclose your garden. Make a room 
out of it. 


2. Never plant a single shrub or tree 


auywltere without having a reason for 
it. 


3. Keep the lawn space unbroken by 


not planting flowers or trees in it. 
Grow flowers where they will get 
sun. 


4. Do not try to have everything 


in your garden. You may bavc a 
rock garden, a pool or a rose bed, but 
don't try to have them all. 


5. Make your garden an additional 


living room to your house.

ft KftS been apparent for some time 


that men's hat styles were due for a 
change. The narrow brim and high 
tapered crown that we have all become 
SO familiar with was too standardized.

The New Hat 


The leading example of the current 


favorite ,has a brim that measures 
2% inches wide and a crown that is 
SH inches high. The brim is flatter 
With only a slight dip in front and 
the back turn's up in a correspondingly 
moderate way. So you can see that the 
influence of the Tyroleans is just 
about over. 


The broms are also treated in a 


Hew way. Instead of the uniform raw 
edge that, has been featured so long. 
the new spring hats give you a wide 
variety of finishes. One of the best 
bets has awelted edge. In case you are 
not familiar with the term it might be 
explained that the welt edge is an 
extension of the "brim turned back flat 
on the brim itself. Others have bound 
edges and at least one hat maker that 
we know of shows a snap brim hat 
with the -raw edge finished with four 
closely set rows of stitches.

WASHINGTON — President Roose- 


velt left no doubt in his opening series 
on the Supreme Court that he can hit 
iust as hard as his enemies have said 


•which seems now hard enough. 
Even before he turned his fire di- 


rectly on the Supreme Court it was 
well nigh impossible to find in Wash- 
ington and deep doubt that he would 
get what he wanted in the ay of au- 
thority to appoint new members to 
the body. 


If any Democratic members of con- 


gress questioned it, they need no 
longer doubt that the President in- 
tends to measure their loyalty to the 
Democratic party by the measure of ^ 
their support for his Supreme Court 
proposal. 


Xeat Argument 


It fell to 'lesser lights in the admin- 


istration to hammer out one of the 
neatest weapons of argument the Pres- 
ident used. Reduced to its simplest 
terms it is: The louder they howl, 
the more they need the cure. 


As refined by the President it came 


out thus: 


"This new roar (against the court 


plan) is the best evidence in the world 
that \ve have begun to keep our prom- 
ises, that we have begun to move 
against conditions under which one- 
third of the nation is still ill-nourish- 
ed, ill-clad, ill-housed."
